On that day he is to be ar­ 
raigned in the superior court on a writ 
of habeas corpus. 
Between now and that time his bat­ 
tery of Canadian lawyers hopes to 
perfect plans not to thwart deporta­ 
tion, but to submit to it gracefully— 
to a point selected by Thaw. 
This, in brief, is the status of Mat- 
teawan’s fugitive, arrested Tuesday 
near Coaticook, Que., and committed 
to jail on a defective warrant. 
Ignorant of the moves made by his 
lawyers Thaw has spent his time pac­ 
ing the narrow corridor in the Sher­ 
brooke jail and was not even awaie 
that the writ of habeas corpus in his 
case was served on the jailer and 
that except for a timely telephone 
message he would have been produce I 
in court with the bench warrant. 
This Incident, variously described as 
a blunder, a case of absent minded­ 
ness and an error due to hurry, aro* 
after Superior Judge Globensky failed 
to specify in ‘ writing that the writ 
was

Wednesday.

He had set this date in chambers,

The sheriff, after read­ 
ing the writ, said that while no time 
for its execution was stated, he had 
understood from the court that Wed­ 
nesday was the day and he thought 
Thaw had better stay in jail. 
Thaw's lawyer’s said that they were 
satisfied with events. 
They feel nov* 
that Thaw s fate, so far as the Cana­ 
dian authorities may influence it, i s 
practically settled. 
The departure for Ottawa of W. L. 
Shurtliff was the first step in a plan 
to procure Thaw’s removal from Can­ 
ada without prolonged legal proceed­ 
ings. 
Request May Be Granted. 


All the lawyers profess to believe 
that the minister of the interior will 
accede to the request that Thaw be 
permitted to “ nominate his destin - 
tion,” in return for submitting with­ 
out further protest to being deported. 
Those who

advising Thaw, 
among them some of the ablest crim­ 
inal lawyers in Canada, said that 
they wrere confident that the govern­ 
ment will welcome such a solution of 
the problem. 
No one contends that 
Thaw' has violated a single law of the

Delivered at Ministerial Asso ciatio n 
Meeting—Sketches Career o f 
State and Natio n 


W. H. Gemmell recently delivered 
an address at a meeting o f tlie Min­ 
isterial asso ciatio n o f this city which 
co ntained so much fo o d fo r tho ught, 
th at o n mo tio n o f the asso ciatio n it 
was desired to give it all po ssible 
publicity. 
Mr. Gemmell to o k as his central 
subject, “ The Ideal C h u rch ” and o ut­ 
lined his idea o f what such a church 
sho uld be. 
He sketched the gro wth 
o f this natio n and o f the state o f 
Minneso ta and no ted the changes talk­ 
ing place in the bo dy po litic. 
His 
address fo llo ws: 
A few do ys ago I was reading in 
the newspaper a lo ng list o f very f a ­ 
miliar phrases that are used freely 
and frequently in o ur every day co n­ 
versatio n, all o f which were quo ta­ 
tio ns fro m Shakespeare. 
So apt are 
they, and so fo rcibly do they express 
o ur tho ughts fo r the time being, that 
they have insensibly became part o f 
o ur language witho ut the majo rity o f 
us being aware to who m to credit 
their o rigin. Their mere mentio n u n ­ 
do ubtedly will 
immediately 
bring 
so me o f them to yo ur 
memo ry, 
as 
“ Co mpariso n are o dio us,” “ Tell the 
truth and shame the devil,” “ Bag and 
baggage” and so o n. 
At the present mo ment, in the pres­ 
ent co mpany, o ne such phrase flashes 
acro ss my mind— tho it happens to 
he fo und in the “ Essay o n Criticism” 
o f Alexander Po pe instead o f Shakes­ 
peare— and it is this: 
“ Fo r fo o ls rush in where angels 
fear to tread.” 
Surely 
o ne who se 
business it is to try and do things and 
k ep things mo ving witho ut saying 
much-—o ne who is a go o d listener to 
gratuito us and frequent criticism 
is fast fo llo wing in the fo o tsteps o f 
t h e weak minded parties afo resaid 
when lie has the temerity to address a 
bo dy o f nH’n trained in public speak­ 
ing such as yo u are. 
Particularly so 
when he feels he lias no message that 
will be o f any special value to yo u. 
But yo ur co mmittee tho ught a lay­ 
man such as I might interest yo u, and 
if I fail to do so , o r if I say anyth in g 
that may no t be quite to yo ur taste, 
let the blame rest 011 their sho ulders, 
tho ho ld them no t respo nsible fo r my 
ideas. 
One hundred years ago this year 
tho huge empire that the Great Na- 
po lean had so labo rio usly, and with 
the expenditure o f so much blo o d and 
suffering, upbuilt was beginning to 
crumble and fall to pieces. 
Its fab­ 
ric was co nstructed upo n the sands o f 
tyranny and o ppressio n, and genius 
tho lie was and self made man tho 
he became, its decline and disso lu­ 
tio n, fo r lack o f justifiable fo untia* 
tio n, were infUtable. 
Ten years prio r to the time o f 
which 1 am speaking, o r in 1803, ue 
did so mething that was fraught with 
results o f the greatest impo rtance to 
the future o f the Great Republic in 
which we no w live. 
Pressed by his 
need o f mo ney to carry o n the wars 
he was engaged in, and desiring to 
hamper his enemy, Great Britian, in 
every way he co uld, lie so ld what was 
kno wn as Lo uisiana to the United 
States fo r the sum o f fifteen millio n 
do llars. 
In do ing this he served his 
purpo se in two ways, by securing ad­ 
ditio nal 
funds fo r his campaigns, 
and in giving to this co untry terri­ 
to ry, which might o ther wist have fal­ 
len into the hands o f England, 
great advantage. 
President 
Jefferso n, 
when 
so ught to secure New Orleans 
thus co ntro l the mo uth o f the >1 
sippi river, acquired a vast empire fo r 
what wo uld no w be co nsidered a mere 
trille, but in tho se days his enemies 
criticised his purchase and impugned 
his mo tives 
much as do peo ple to ­ 
day when dissatisfied with the acts o f 
tho se who try to do tho se things tiiat 
shall be best fo r all the peo ple. 
No w, 
this impo rtant 
real estate 
deal o f Jefferso n’s co mprised a terri­ 
to ry extending fro m the Mississippi 
river o n tk'1 east to tho Ro cky m o un­ 
tains; and to the Arkansas, the Red 
and Sabine rivers o n the west—-and 
fro m the Gulf o f Mexico to the C a n a­ 
dian bo undary. 
It Included 87ti,000 
square miles as co mpared with 821,- 
000 square miles in the o riginal th i r ­ 
teen state's. 
It has since been di­ 
vided into thirteen large states and 
territo ries, and It led ultimately to 
the annexatio n o f Texas, Orego n, New 
_ Mexico and Califo rnia. 
The

was co nveyed to the United States by 
the Empero r who , stripped o f all his

Delivered at Ministerial Association 
Meeting— Sketches Career of 


State and Nation 


W. H. Gemmell recently delivered 
an address a t a meeting of the Min­ 
isterial association of this city which 
contained so much food for thought, 
th at on motion of the association it 
was desired to give it all possible 
publicity.

But your committee thought a lay­ 
man such as I might interest you, and 
if I fail to do so, or if I say any th in g 
th a t may not be quite to your taste, 
let the blame rest on their shoulders, 
tho hold them not responsible for my 
Ideas. 
One hundred years ago this year 
the huge empire that the Great Na- 
polean had so laboriously, and with 
the expenditure of so much blood and 
suffering, upbuilt was beginning to 
crumble and fall to pieces. 
Its fab­ 
ric was constructed upon the sands of 
tyranny and oppression, and genius 
tho he was and self made man tho 
he became, its decline and dissolu­ 
tion, for lack of justifiable founds* 
tion, were inimitable. 
Ten years prior to the time of 
which I am speaking, or in 1803, ae 
did something that was fraught with 
results of the greatest importance to 
the future of the Great Republic in 
which we now live. 
Pressed by his 
need of money to carry on the wars 
he was engaged in, and desiring to I 
hamper his enemy, Great ilritian, in I 
every way he could, he sold what was 
known as Louisiana to the United | 
States for the sum of fifteen million I 
dollars, 
In doing this he served his! 
purpose in two ways, by securing ad ­ 
ditional 
funds for his campaigns, 
and in giving to this country te rri­ 
tory, which m ig ht otherwise have fal­ 
len into the hands of England, to its 
great advantage. 
President 
Jefferson. 
when 
he | 
sought to secure New Orleans and j 
thus control the mouth of tile .Missis­ 
sippi river, acquire d a vast empire for 
what would now be considered a mere 
tritle, but in those days his enemies 
criticised his purchase and impugned 
his motives— much as do people to­ 
day when dissatisfied with tile acts of 
those who try to do those things that 
shall be best for all the people. 
Now, 
this im portant 
real estate 
deal of Jefferson’s comprised a te rri­ 
tory extending from the Mississippi 
river on I toe east to the Rocky m oun­ 
tains: and to the Arkansas, the Red 
and Sabine rivers on the west— and 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the Cana­ 
dian boundary. 
It included 8 7 5 ,0 0 0 
square miles as compared with 821,- 
000 square miles in the original th ir ­ 
teen states. 
It has since been di­ 
vided into thirteen large states and 
territories, and it led ultimately to 
the annexation of Texas, Oregon, New 
Mexico and California.
